It is to this depot that Admiral 
Rojestvensky sent his colliers, but no 
warship approached the depot.

was Russian coal, placed upon Rus- 
sian land and loaded upon

This was no violation of 


neutralitq. France could not prevent 
the Russians from taking their own 
coal on their own land. If the natives 
were at fault in selling the land to the 
Russians the Japanese would not have 
waited fifteen months before protest- 
ing."

He said- he would have the 
attorney for the scavengers present to 
explain, the matter from their stand- 
point, if satisfactory to the Exchange. 
He was told that the Exchange would 
be glad to hear what the attorney had 
to offer at the next meeting. . 
Director H. M. Briare. thought that the 
creamtory company should be compelled 
to keep its wagons covered.

I The American nission to London. 


The distinguished honors paid Hon. Joseph H. Choate on his 


retirement from his post of Ambassador to the Court of St. James 
recalls the fact that the American envoys to Great Britain have, with 
a very few exceptions, been men of the highest rank in character and 
ability. Beginning with John Jay and running down to the present 
day the American embassy in London has been graced by a succession 
of statesmen of whom the American nation has a right to be proud. 


In the list can be found the names of such men as James Monroe, 


John Qumcy Adams, George Rives, Martin Van Buren, James 
Buchanan, John Lothrop Motley, Charles Frances Adams, Reverdy 
Johnson, Robert C. Schenck, Thomas F. Bayard, James Russell Low- 
ell, James Bancroft and John Hay. 
These" names occur Readiest to 


us, but there are many other illustrious names in the list, and not one 
discreditable to this country. 


It is .a noteworthy record that American diplomacy has made in 


its relations with the British Crown, and one that has made its im- 
press on the statesmen and people of Great Britain. It has en- 
larged respect' for American intellect and attainments among the 
English-speaking people of the Old World, and has materially assist- 
ed in bringing England and the United States into closer and warmer 
relations. From the first this country sent its choicest statesmen to 
represent us at the British court. Possibly this policy had its incep- 
tion in the idea that having separated by force of armes from the 
British government we should put our best foot forward in dealing 
with it diplomatically. At any rate we have always had our best foot 
forward at the London embassy. We have kept the post filled with 
our cleverest statesmen, writers and wits. It has proved a wise 
policy, for it has given America and Americans a high place m the 
estimation of the British public. 


Mr. Choate's farewell is a tribute to the policy our country has 


pursued no less than a personal triumph for himself. Last in a line of 
men noted as much for their wit and urbanity as for their learning and 
diplomatic skill, he has more than held his own. He ranks among 
the ablest of our representatives at the Court of St. James and returns 
home conspicuously honored on both sides of the Atlantic for the 
talent and tact he has displayed m dealing with delicate questions 
nearly touching the good relations existing between the United States 
and Great Britain. It should give every genuine American unfeign- 
ed satisfaction to see our representative so signally honored abroad, 
particularly as the honors have been earned without sacrifice of dignity 
or the interests of our country.

No bicycles are rid- 
den on the sidewalks there because no sidewalks have been laid down 
there and the street is in much better condition for any purpose than 
the strip of mud-rotten planks and weeds that is called by courtesy a 
sidewalk. 
Perhaps if the bicycle riders would petition the Council 


that obliging body would order sidewalks laid down. 


Nothing more bizarre can be found in the field of French fiction 


than the revelations the Collins case affords. 
A social phase is re- 


vealed that Emile Zola would have seized with avidity and treated 
with characteristic power. The incident is depressing from a moral 
point of view, but it has its lessons and its warnings. 


More Anti=Jewish Riots in Russia. 


The riotous outbreaks against the Jews in South-western Russia 


predicted in the press dispatches for the last six weeks have taken 
place, despite the assurance of the government authorities that ?11 
was quiet and that every precaution had been taken to prevent anti- 
Jewish disturbances. The government cannot claim that it was not 
fully warned in time of the impending riotous demonstrations. 
The 


agitation leading up to the riots has been in active progress ever 
since the beginning of the year, and has been freely commented on 
by the press correspondents in Russia. The Jews themselves appealed 
to the St. Petersburg authorities for protection, which they were as- 
sured would be foithcormng, but which has been denied them in the 
hour of extremity. Here \\e have again illustrated the faithlessness 
and deliberate cruelty of the Russian government in dealing with the 
Jews. It treats the Jews as a people under ban. 
In official circle? 


there is an undisguised sentiment in favor of despoiling and driving 
out the seed of Abraham. The attitude of the government, the tone 
of the official press, and the sentiment pervading official circles are 
naturally reflected in the acts of brutal violence perpetrated by the 
ignorant and superstitious peasantry, who have been taught to ascribe 
the effects of misgovernment and the results of their own improvi- 
dence and dissolute habits to the usurious practices and machinations 
of the Jews. Religious prejudice adds to the popular feeling against the 
Jews, it being still believed by millions of the orthodox faith in Russia 
that the Je\\s murder Christian children in sacrificial rites. 
The 


orthodox clergy encourage this gross fiction, and the 
government 


makes no effort to correct an error due to ignorance and superstition 
Hence the riotous outbreaks at the annual recurrence of the Easter 
season. 
The church and the bureaucracy are component parts of the 


same infamous system which keeps the mass of the common people 
steeped in ignorance and bigotry, and inflames popular passion against 
a people whom the peasantry are taught to regard as aliens and enemies 
alike of the Christian faith and the Russian people. For the condition 
of'the people, and the inevitable consequences of playing upon their 
bigoted ignorance, the Czar's government cannot escape responsibil- 
ity. 
It has sown of the whirlwind, and when the whirlwind comes 


the government is 'in no position to stop it. It is not strange, there-' 
fore, that the Jews should again be made the victims of criminal 
maladministration. 


Balfour's Irish Policy Sustained. 


The House of Commons has sustained the Irish policy of the 


Baifour ministry by the decisive majority of 63, a proof that the 
ancient prejudice against Ireland and the Irish still survives in 
England, 
It must be conceded, however, that the Tory-Unionist 


government has effected some notable reforms in Ireland, and in many 
ways has ameliorated the crying conditions in the purely'agricultural 
districts. A much larger share in the local government has been 
vested in the Irish people. Nevertheless, Ireland is still an otiject of 
unjust discrimination in British legislation. 
The unfortunate island, 


empovenshed by alien landlordism, rack-renting, repressive laws af- 
fecting manufacturing and commerce, and centuries of dassxmisrule, 
is still made to pay an unjust proportion of imperial taxes, and its 
people are denied privileges equal to those accorded the people of 
England and Scotland. Still steady progress is being made in many 
directions. The land is being gradually restored to the tillers and the 
machinery of local administration is going back into the hands of the 
governed; the repressive laws directed against the commerce and 
manufactures of Ireland have been lifted, and an enlightened England 
is earnestly urging complete justice to the sister island". But reforms 
and the correction of ancient wrongs and evils make rather slow 
progress as a rule, and perhaps the changes for the better in Ireland 
are proceeding as fast as can be reasonably expected. 
The time has 


not arrived when an English Parliament will thiow a government out 
of power because il has not treated Ireland exactly right, particularly 
when one-fourth of the inhabitants of Ireland support the govern- 
ment's policy. 
' 


The Nevada Gty Miner-Transcript draws an unfavorable com- 


parison between the editorial columns of the Stockton Mail of today 
and what they were in E. L. Colnon's time. The comparison is unjust 
to the present editor of the Mail. Mr. Colnon was not only a bril- 
liant and versatile writer himself, but he employed many pens in mak- 
ing the editorial columns of the Mail forceful, instructive and enter- 
taining. He paid liberal space rates to writers in San Francisco and 
elsewhere for editorials in line with the Mail's 'policy. Hence no pa- 
per in California was cleverer or stronger editorially than the Mail. 
But the situation is different today. Mr. Cowell does practically all 
the editorial work on the Mail and much else besides. 
He writes 


well and intelligently and in accordance with the dictates of conscience, 
but it is impossible that his single pen should equal in variety, clever- 
ness and volume the contents of the Mail's editorial page in Mr. Col- 
non's day. 
But the Stockton Mail is today a more consistent and 


better balanced newspaper than it ever was before in its history—and 
it has never at any time been dull or unenterprising. 


CATHEDRAL BUILDING AND HUMAN VANITY. 


Justice Harlan, of the Supreme Court, urges the Presbyterian 


body, of which he is a member, to erect a minster of imposing dimen- 
sions and grandeur at the National Capital. Washington, he ob- 
serves, is the center of American political life, and it behooves his sect 
to put its best foot forward in such surroundings. 
On the face of 


things, the proposal looks like a huge bit of worldly vanity. 
The 


Presbyterians have no special occasion to go in for any big building 
scheme in Washington. The meeting houses of that denomination, 
already existent, more than fill every actual requirement of the mem- 
bership, present and prospective. That much is freely admitted by 
Presbyterians not in sympathy with Mr. Harlan's ambitious project. 
A Protestant Episcopal Bishop has his seat in Washington and it is 
the purpose of the body he represents to upbuild a costly architectural 
pile, with a view, it seems, of impressing visitors rather than of serving 
any religious or practical need. One of our 
Catholic 
exchanges, 


whose imagination is fired by the vision of a future Presbyterian min- 
ster of magnificent proportions and the spectacle of a budding Prot- 
estant Episcopal temple, suggests that the Catholic Church step in 
and overtop both enterprises. This contemporary would have the 
seat of the Baltimore Archdiocese transplanted, and a grand cathedraJ 
exceeding in cost and splendor any similar structure in America, rear- 
ed near the White House or on Capitol Hill, m the shadow of the dome 
of the National council chamber. The spirit of the suggestion savors 
of the apparent vanity of Justice Harlan's. In all ages of the Church 
cathedral building has been regarded distinctly as an act of faith. The 
desire to outshine the material and artistic efforts of would-be rivals 
has never entered into the question. 
At least the great cathedrals of 


the world are looked upon by the intelligent, even those not of the 
fold, as monuments of piety, inspired solely by zeal for God's glory.— 
The Monitor.

CHICAGO NEEDS AN EMPEROR.

The muni- 
cipal government has been one of graft, while the populace is hot- 
headed, and much of it ignorant and alien, thus presenting all the 
elements that go to make a social and political volcano that is liable 
to erupt at any moment.—Hanford Sentinel.

geon's knife, and such cuticle as was needed to complete the operation was 
removed. The children for whom this unusual parental sacrifice was made 
are Annie, aged four, and Elsie, aged twelve, both of whom are now said to 
be on the road to recovery. 


The Ginsberg family was one of those that suffered worst m the Ore. 


At one time six of the family were in the hospital, and none of them was 
expected to live. All but the mother and two daughters soon showed signs 
of Improvement, however, and were discharged from the hospital. 


The physicians failed to relieve the sufferings of the two daughters, how- 


ever, and it was announced last week that but one course lay open to save 
their lives; that was to graft new skin on the burnt places. The mother and 
father Immediately offered to furnish the necessary cuticle, and Mrs. Gins- 
berg was operated on first. The mother and one of the daughters were plac- 
ed on adjoining operating tables and as rapidly as a layer of skm was 
shaved from the mother it was placed^on the little sufferer at her side. The

NEW YORK, May 10.—Arbitrary methods of dealing with bettors, syndicate prices and an attempt recently 


to dominate the betting, ring, have resulted In the practical wiping out of special privileges heretofore 
enjoyed 


by the Metropolitan Turf Association, composed-of bookmakers on the race tracks about New. York. 


At a-conference attended by representatives of all the New York racing associations, It was decided there 


should be no further dealings with the men of the betting rings. .

Hereafter the grounds will be open to all, and any bookmaker who can establish his financial Integrity, 


and who desires to make a book on the races may do so. 


For several years the Metropolitan men have controlled the entire space of the "big- ring," and each week 


Its members drew lots for positions. 


Non-members were not permitted to do business except on a line behind the "big Ting," although many, of 


them were perhaps more responsible financially than some members of the Metropolitan Association. 


Those in control of the racing plants have decided, however, in view of the loud complaints and recent 


friction, to make the '"big ring" an open'affair to a certain extent and the Metropolitan members 
will 
have 


nothing to say in the future as to drawing lots for positions.

The Turf Association is a close corporation of two hundred memberships. Admission has always been by 


ballot, and by the purchase of a retiring member's "button." Prices for these have ruled over $5,000 for a year or

Tn Joe Hammer, who has just died 


at the County Infirmary at the age of 
75 years, has passed away one of the 
unique characters who have long been 
maintained through the bounty of Ala- 
meda county, and one who In early 
manhood was an active partisan in the 
late Civil War. 


When the Federal and Confederate 


forces were in the field, Hammer was 
a devotee to the cause of the South, 
and his work there earned for him, 
at 
the 
Infirmary, the sobriquet of 


"The Spy." He was attached to the 
command of General Wade Hampton, 
and was close in the confidence of thai 
doughty leader. He was made use ot 
by the general in carrying secret mes- 
sages, and under 
various 
disguises 
penetrating the Federal lines and se- 
curing such information as would be 
of Interest to the rebel chief. 
He is reported, on several occasions 


to have crossed the enemy's line anc 
brought hack intelligence which 
% 
appreciated by Beauregard, as well as 
Hampton 


On one occasion, a large foraging 
party of Federals approached a little 
corps of men like Hammer, who were 
under the command of a lieutenant 
All of the Confederates sought shelter 


; in the brush save the lieutenant, wh( 
was captured 
and who pointed ou 
where his men were in concealment. 
The rpst were also taken into custody 
and sent to Nerw York, where Ham- 
mer was assigned to act as nurse of 
soldiers who had been stricken by yel- 
ow fever. 
Hammer was exchanged, however 


and went back to his old post of dan- 
ger. 
About the time of his 
return 
.here was a scarcity 01 quinine in the 
Southern camp, and Hammer offered 
to get some. This was considered a 
wild promise, because there were no 
medical stores near save within 
the 


'Yankee" lines 
In some way Hammer managed to 
get into communication with a Fed- 
eral commissary, and 
secured sdme 


quinine from him at the rate of $10 an 
ounce 
Even this price was satisfac- 


tory to the Confederate surgeon, who 
would have been pleased to have paid 
150 an ounce for It before leaving It 
get out of his reach.

dealing with women is the talk ot" the 
hour. 


Mrs. 
Charlofcta Collins has told the whole 


ugly story. For ten years Collins main- 
tained a relationship with two sisters 
almost beyond belief. 
The one he mar- 


ried bore him five children and Lhe one 
he did not marry bore him two children. 


Why did Mrs. Charlolta Collins con- 


done the faults of her husband and con- 
tinue to live with him after his intimacy 
with Agnes was known to her? Because, 
she suys, ot" her love for her child—there 
was only one at that time—and Tor her 
husband.. But why did she permit Agnes 
to continue* living1 in the same house 
with her and her hasband? She answers 
this Question by saying that Agnes was 
of an imperious and masterful cnaracter, 
far 
more 
clever than she, and that 
Agnes repeatedly threatened suicide if 
she were turned away. 
This statement 
is corroborated 
by Florence 
Newman, 


who says that Agnes really ran the 
household as she liked, cowing and over- 
riding the timorous Charlotta. 


FEARED THREATS. 


Mrs. 
Collins admits she has been a 
weak woman, always willing to do any- 
thing to avoid trouble. She iorgave what 
to most women would have buun unfor- 
givable. 
She even agreed that Susan, 
the daughter of Agnes, should grow up 
in the family as her own daughter. 
To 
;his day the other children of George and 
Charlotta Collins believe that Susan, who 
died May 13, 1901, was their full sister. 
Susaa herself was always taught to re- 
gard Charlotta as her mother. The death 
certificate, 
the discovery of which 
un 
Monday occasioned so much mystery, 
states that Susan was the daughter of 
George and Charlotta Collins. 
All this Mrs. Charlotta Collins knew 
and suffered. 
When seen yesterday and 
told that the records contained proof that 
she and Agnes had both born children to 
George D. Collins, she at first refused 
to say anything about the matter. Later, 
convinced that her silence could in no 
way protect the memory of her dead sis- 
ter, 
she told the whole revolting story. 


A REVOLTING STORY. 


"I promised Aggie that I would never 
expose her shame," she said, "but Mr. 
Collins' actions have resulted 
in 
the 
searching of the records, and now the 
worst is known. 
Yes, my sister Agnes 
bore two children to my husband. Susan, 
who lived to be 10 years old. was hers. 
It is true the- death certUicatc states 
that I was the mother of Susan. 
I 
agreed to that because the child had al- 
ways been brought up as my daughter, 
so as to shield my sister Agnes in her 
shame. But if you can find the records 
of the girl's birth you will see that Agnes 
was the mother. 
I believe Mr. Collins1 


initials were changed in that record—I 
mean his correct initials were not given. 
"Susan was born at St. Ma IT'S Hos- 
pital in May, 1901. The records of the 
hospital will show who wa« the mother. 
Agnes was in the hospital for about ten 
days prior to her confinement, 
For some 
months before she went into the hos- 
pital we lived at the California Hotel— 
that is, Mr. Collins, myself, our baby 
George, who was then one year old, and 
Agnes stayed there. 
For quite three 
months Agnes remainted in her room at 
the hotel, having all her meals brought 
up to her, so as to conceal her condition. 
I. of course, knew about it. but agreed, 
at the earnest request of Agnes and Mr. I 
Collins, to take no action. 
Mr. Collins j 
has always dominated me. 
"He is won- 


derfully 
dictatorial. 
Although ho 
has 


been kind to me. I have never dared to 
oppose him strongly in anything. 
His 
overmastering influence and my love for | 
the baby, George, caused me to remain i 
at his side. 
I must say. too, that at 1 
this time, he denied to me that he was ! 
responsible for Agnes' plight, 
though 
Agnes told me otherwise. 
"It may seem strange, but not even my 
mother knew that Agnes bore this child 
to Mr. Collins-. She did not know ot" the 
birth at the time. 
TVe kept to ourselvc-.s 
at the California Hotel. 
My mother did 
not visit i:.s, and we did not vi£it her. 
Florence was only a girl then, and she did 


not know of the birth. It was concealed 
from everybody as much as possible. 
"After Aggie came out of St. Mary's 
Hospital my husband took a house, and 
we all went to live there. It'was given 
out that, the child, which was named 
Susan, was mine. 
This, of course, was 
to save Agnes' name, 
Susan grew up 
and diet! from diphtheria just after she 
had reached the age of 10, always believ- 
ing she was my daughter. My own chil- 
dren know no different to this day, 


THREE .'DEATHS TOGETHER. 


"I never knew of any Improper rela- 
tions betwen Agnes and my husband dur- 
ing all the years that followed this until 
1901. 
At this timo I became aware that 
my sister was to give birth to another 
child. Neither Agnes nor Mr. Collins de- 
nied his paternity on this occasion. 
"We 
were then living in the house at 1235 
Page street. Just about this time Susan 
died from diphtheria. 
Aggie caught it 
from her own daughter, sickened, and 
while suffering from the disease gave 
birth to a second child. Both mother and 
child died. 


CAUSE 
OF .TROUBLE. 


"Those things I am 'Certain, of. My 
sister Agnes was really the cause/of all 
the trouble that has now come upon me. 
but I1 have never said unkind thingy about 
her since she died. I sacrificed more than 
most women would sacrifice in order 'to 
preserve her good name. If I had driven 
her out of my house, all this would not 
have occurred. But, despite her conduct 
toward me, J had some love for her and 
forgave her. Then, again, she freightenecl 
me by nor continual threats to commit 
suicide. She was always talking of turn- 
ing on the gas or shooting herself. 
Once 
she locked herself 
in a room, find wn 
thought she had suffocated herself, but 


I we broke in Lhe door and controlled her. 
:AnntlK'i- time, when she was traveling in 
j the trnin to Portland with my husband 
! and 
t, 
she1 passionately threatened- to 
throw herself out of the window.-' 
Mis. Collins says that after Agnes died 
she taxed Collins with having been the 
cause of the girl's death. "It was in the 
Palace Hotel that I said this to him," re- 
marked Mrs. Qollms, "and I remember 
the scene well, 
We stood one on each 
side of a table crying like a pair of 
babies. When I told him he was respon- 
sible for the death of Agnes, he replied* 
'Oh, don't say that! 
Don't say that I 
killed Agnes!' ' 


THREATENED SUICIDE. 


It is an interesting story that Mrs. Col- 
lins tells of the journey to Portland, of 
which mention ha;.i already been made. 
"My husband, myself. Agnes, and -my 


Children went to Portland in a party,'' 
she said. "Going up Agnes exhibited^her 
real nature very freely". My husband was 
talking more to me than to her, and she 
threatened t-o throw herself out of tho 
window. She declared that she was ne- 
glected. 
When we reached Portland it 
got worse. So angry did" she become that 
one day she disappeared altogether. Af- 
ter a long search she was found by a 
clerk sitting by. herself high up in the 
cupola of the hotel. It was a most un- 
pleasant trip. 
My husband wrote to my- 
father complaining about the conduct of 
Agnes." 
"I would take him back now." a'sserted. 


Mrs. 
Collins, "if he would retract'all that 
he has said in the papers about me, 
acknowledge me to be his wife, and cut 
loose completely from the McCurdys. 
I 
am sure in his heart he has some lovo 
for me. When he came home from Chi- 
cago Tuesday night ho kissed me most 
affectionately. 
.He loves his children, too. 
He picked up lit.tln Mr" and walked up 
find down the room with her for' some 
time. It would be principally .for the sake 
of the children that I would take him 
back. 
Georgie Is getting a big boy, and 
boys of 17 or IS always try to boas their 
mothers. A father is necessary to bring 
them up properly." 


Collins,1 his 
pseudo-wife, 
and , her 
mother, Mrs. McCurdy, Ipft the Palace 
Hotel yesterday and are now staying ,at 
some other place in town. In making the 
move they carefu 1 ly 
covered 
up 
theit* 
tracks. Collins soent some hours yester- 
day at his office,"in the Crocker building, 
and states that he is working hard on the 
business of his clients. He refused yester- 
day to make any further statement con:- 
cerning the subject of his marital trou- 
bles. 
Matters have now .reached such 
a stage, he says, that only a .Judicial 
hearing can settle the matter.

CAUSE OF QUARRLL. 


Oakland High School and Nevada 


City Teams Exchange 


Warm Remarks. 


The Nevada City Transcript of May 


•8th, contains the following account of 
the trouble over a basket: ball game 
between the Ne'vada City High School 
team and the Oakland'' High 
School 


team: 


"The Oakland High School basket 


ball teanv'w<hich .appeared at Nevada 
City Saturday night to contest a match 
game with the Nevada City 
High 


School team, gave an exhibition 
of 


rough-house playing, supplemented by 
a childish display of bad temper when 
called to account by the referee, that 
will cause the occasion to be remem- 
bered in an unpleasant way for a long 
time to come. 


''Armory Hall was crowded, to 
the 


doors with 'spectators. The students of 
the Nevada City.'.High School occupied 
a whole section, of seats and rent the 
air with such class yells as these: 


"Zip la! 
Zin-la! .

Boom! Ha! Ha! 
Nevada High! Nevada High! 
Rah! Rah! Rah!"/ . 


"Ous-to-mah! 
Ous-to-mah!''

You bet cha!" 


"Enthusiasm was rampant. At 8:30 


when the contending teams appeared 
ou the floor each was greeted -with 
loud applause. 
"In less than a minute.Oakland had 


made a goal. 
Immediately following 


this the visitors began fouling their 
opponents, exciting protests from all. 
parts of the audience. . At the 
first 


evidence of their questionable meth- 
ods Referee Waggoner warned them 
to desist. 
They committed repeated 


fouls, being cautioned over and over. 
Before five minutes had elapsed from 
the opening of the game, in which it 
was plain that the -two teams were 
very evenly matched, Hirsch of the 
visitors overstepped the limit of. en- 
durance 
by deliberately seizing and 


hurling Bender of the locals to the 
floor as he was about to throw for 
goal.

"The .immense crowd cheered the Ne- 


vada CH> -bojs and the' referee. 
"There- was

veritable tempest of 


hieses for the disgruntled and defeated 
Oaklahfiers; 


'General regret was expressed at the 


disagreeable turn matters Tiad taken, but 
the,local plavers and the audience made 
thelbest of it..- The,first .and.second,Ne- 
vada Citj teams ga\e an exhibition game 
in which some fast playing was done. 
"At the conclusion 'of. this feature there 


was dancing, with music by the Nevada

WHAT THE REFEREE SAYS. 
(By Referee W F. "Waggoner) 


"Mr decision, which incited the Oak- 


•aiA 


land team to quit the game, was based 
on this incident: 
Bender, captain and 


center of the Nevada Citys, was about 
to throw for goal. Hirsch, center for the 
Oaklands. made a rush for him, and 
grabbing him with one arm used his 
knee and threw him to the floor. I im- 
mediately ruled Hirsch out of the game, 
basing the ruling on section 24. rule 11, 
Spaulding's Official Rules for Basket Ball. 
1904-5, which reads as follows: 
" 'Section 24. There shall be no strik- 


ing, 
kicking, shouldering, tripping, hack- 


ing or unnecessary roughness of 
any 


kind. 
Violation of this rule constitutes 


a foul. The umpire or referee shall call 
a. foul for violation of this rule. 
Tlie 


referee may, for the first offense, and 


the offender for that game. 
The referee 


has power to disqualify for violation of 
this rule, whether a foul was called or 
not.' 


"The game 
had 
hardly commenced 


when it became apparent to me that tlie 
Oaklanders.had .determined to play what 
is'technically known as 'dirty.ball.' The 
first foul I called was when Stow, guard 
for the Oaklands. charged Bennett, for- 
ward for. the Nevada Citys. and delib- 
erately -knocked him over against -Pome 
spectators in order to' get the ball from 
him. 
Hanley,'. guard 
for 
the Nevada 


Citys,-was being . repeatedly 
fouled In 


different ways. On more-than one occa- 
sion this • young - man - was grabbed 
and 


held to -prevent • him from getting 
the 


ball. I-kept'warning the Oakland boys 
that they "wore fouling, and told their 
captain two or three times that it must 
be stopped. 
My cautions were ignored. 


Besides all 
this, Hirsch, the Oakland 


center, lost his temper during the game 
and indulged in profane and abusive lan- 
guage till finally his captain had to warn 
him to 'keep his temper/ 


The offenses in tho case, of Hanley: 


were covered by'rule 11. section 23, which 
is this: 


"'There shall be no tackling or hold- 


ing or pushing of an opponent. The arms 
shall not be used in any way to interfere 
with the progress ' of a player who has 
not 'the ball. 
Grasping the clothing or 


person of i.a player with the hands or 
putting one or both arms about a -player 
shall be called holding. The umpire or 
referee shall call a foul for violation of 
this rule:' 


"The provision of the rules relative to 


the use of improper language is known as 
rule 12, section 4, and states that 'the 
. referee shall 
promptly disqualify any 


I player using profane or abusive 
lan- 


guage'.'

"The Oakland - boys' say that 
they 


played here as they have played all over 
the coast, 'roughing it' - from start to 
Jinish, and not living up to the'rules.

'myself taken part in a great many fast
